A MONUMENTAL volume on one of the most famous voyages ever 
undertaken in any age. 

For four years the author has been engaged on this work. Few 
attempts have been made to re-write the account from the available 
documents, although Commodore James Burney and Sir Julius 
Corbett have also written on this subject. For the last three years 
Mr. Wagner in person, and through his agents in London and Seville, 
has made continued search for further evidence, and some success 
has been attained. 

It has seemed advisable for readier reference to reproduce the 
English contemporary accounts of the voyage and such of those of 
Spanish origin as contain anything of real value. An analysis of the 
cartographical documents illustrating the course of the voyage is 
included. The author has added a chapter in which the facts about 
Edward Fenton’s expedition are set forth as briefly as possible, for 
the claim has been made that it was sent out in 1582 to found a 
colony on the North-West coast of America, and an account of it 
is necessary for the due understanding of many things connected 
with that of Drake.

This was 
no doubt Sir Roger Twysden, the historical antiquary, who was at 
this time at Cambridge university.

A VERY RARE number of this Civil War Newspaper, containing an important 
article On & HITHERTO PRACTICALLY UNKNOWN PHASE OF THE COLONIAL PERIOD OF THE 
Canouinas. This officially inspired article, which runs to nearly a thousand words, 
describes the geographical situation of ‘‘ Carolana ”, its boundaries, game and pro- 
duce, and the advantages it offers to settlers ; and gives advice to intending settlers 
on the best method of procedure. It commences ‘ At the intreaty of a well-willer, 
the following lines are inserted. There is a Gentleman [probably William Hawley] 
going over Governour into Carolana in America, and many Gentlemen of quality. 

. The Northern latitude begins where Virginia ends, at 37 [really 36.50], neer 
Cape Henry, and takes in six degrees Southerly . . .’’ Later follow directions to 
emigrants “If this . . . give incouragement to any, let them repaire to Mt Edmond 
Thorowgood, a Virginia Merchant, living in White-Crosse-Street, at the house that 
was Justice Fosters .. .”’ 

The term ‘‘Carolana” used in the first extract is not quite synonymous with 
“‘Carolina’’. Daniel Coxe in his Description of the English Province of Carolana, 
1722, writes ‘‘ Carolana is extended north and south . . . in 31 degrees .. . unto 
the river Passo Magno which is in 36 degrees . . . It comprehends within its bounds 
the greatest part of the province of Carolina.” 

This early settlement of Carolana originated in the patent granted in 1629 to 
Sir Robert Heath. The course of its development between that date and 1663 when 
Charles II annulled the patent and granted several of his noblemen a charter for the 
possession and jurisdiction of the colony is something of a mystery. Winsor’s 
account of the Carolinas begins with the year 1663 with merely a reference to the 
rescinded patent, but Bancroft in his History of the United States (vol. 2., p. 130) 
gathered from entries in the Richmond Records that colonising went on continuously 
during the time of the Civil War, though it did not produce good results. He 
writes ‘‘In 1630 (sic), a patent . . . had been issued to Sir Robert Heath; and 
there is room to believe that, in 1639, permanent plantations were planned and 
perhaps attempted by his assign. William Hawley appeared in Virginia as 
governor of Carolina’’, the land between the thirty-first and thirty-sixth parallels 
of latitude . . .”

The present set of the reprint lacks volume V but has this Supplement, which 
provides the whole of the missing matter, in its stead.

The writer 
obviously had in mind when he wrote it the revolution in that colony ‘‘ for the 
defence of the Protestant religion”, led by John Coode and others, which ousted the 
Proprietary and his council und set up an administration recognised by William in 
February 1690. It runs: 

‘Did not we see prostrate before her fall 
Those Subjects of her own who heard the Call 
Of Heaven from another Wor'd, and came 
To her, that they might abdi. ate their Name 
Henceforth their Country Maryland to call. . .” 

This attribution of the origin of the name of the colony was no doubt made for 
the sake of effect. It actually received its name in honour of Henrietta Maria, queen 
of Charles I.

Sir Francis Wyatt was Governor of Virginia from 1621 to 1626. In this year his 
father died and he returned to England to take over the estate. He was again 
appointed Governor in 1639, finally resigning in 1642, and staying only another year 
in Virginia. He died in England in 1644 and was buried on the 24th August, just 
two days before Heylyn wrote his article.

Bishop’s greatest effort in oratorio; it was neither performed nor published. 
His other similar contribution was The Seventh Day, a cantata written under the 
auspices of the Philharmonic Society in 1832 and described in Grove’s Dictionary 
as ‘*a clever and masterly work.” His last dramatic composition was The 
Fortunate Isles, produced at Covent Garden during the season 1840-41 to celebrate 
Queen Victoria’s wedding. The Fallen Angel was written probably later, as the 
name of Mrs. W. Knyvett, a well-known oratorio singer, occurs on one of the voice 
parts. Mrs. Knyvett was Deborah, second wife of William Knyvett, conductor of 
the Concert of Ancient Music, who was succeeded by Bishop in 1840 occasionally, 
and in 1843 permanently. 

Bishop's first published effort was Angelina, written in 1804 when he was 
eighteen years of age; his last, The Fortunate Isles mentioned above. Some of his 
MSS. are preserved in the Libraries of the British Museum, the Royal College of 
Music, and Liverpoo}. None is perhaps so interesting as the one offered or has its 
possibilities, the necessary multiplication of the chorus and band parts rendering its 
performance practicable.

The importance of this famous Papyrus can hardly be over-estimated. It was 
acquired by the British Museum in 1888 and is the largest, most perfect, and best 
illuminated of all the Papyri of the Theban recension of the Book of the Dead.

However You have the pleasing 
reflection that You have Successfully Laboured for the Publick Good, the Good of 
Navigation. And that Your Memory will live for ever . 

‘*T wish you was placed in a Situation that would afford You more means and a 
greater Latitude to pursue your favourite Study. I mean at the head of an Hydro- 
graphical Board by Authority of Government .. . to bring all Surveys and 
Discoveries of Rocks, Shoals &c. and those found good printed at the Publick 
Expence. It is no more than what the Interest as well as the Reputation of the 
Nation as a great Maritime State required should be done . .” 

Alexander Dalrymple (1737-1808) was appointed hydrographer to 
the East India Company in April, 1775; and in 1795, on the establish- 
ment of a hydrographic office at the Admiralty, the appointment of 
hydrographer was accepted by him. 


He divided his Collection into three classes :— 
Charts subdivided into 

1. Charts laid down from my own Observations, 

2. Oharts composed by me. 

3. Charts only published by me. 
Plans of Ports, etc., and Charts that will bind up with the Plans. 
Views of Land. 


‘*T propose to publish a compleat Collection, or Series of Views of all the Lands, 
from England to the most remote parts of the Kast Indies ; which will not only be 
very useful to Navigators, but comprehend such a Description of the External Form 
of the Globe, as can no otherwise be had.” 

The ‘‘ Collection” was issued to Sabscribers, the Kast India Company 
taking 100 sets.

This Volume contains (in addition to the Terms of Appointment and official Report) a Sectional 
Preface, which, under subject headings, calls attention to any particularly interesting examples 
mentioned in the Inventory; an illustrated Inventory, with a concise account of the monuments 
visited ; a list of monuments that the Commissioners hive selected as especially worthy of preserva- 
tion ; a glossary of architectural, heraldic and archeological terms ; a map showing the topographical 
distribution of the scheduled monuments and an index. 


The boundaries adopted are those of the Metropolitan boroughs instead of the civil parishes as 
heretofore. The choice of this arrangement was dictated partly by the indefinite nature of the parish 
boundary in towns and partly with a view to allocating the monuments inventoried to districts 
corresponding with the areas of local government. 

The descriptions of all monuments are of necessity much compressed, but the underlying 
principle on which accounts of any importance are based is the same throughout. 

In the first place, the Borough is located by reference to the Ordnance sheets (scale 6 inches to 
the mile), and by small letters in front of the number of each monument indicating the individual 
sheets when the borough extends over more than one sheet. In the case of churches, the description 
begins with a few words on the situation and material of the monument, together with a statement 
as to the development of its various parts. A second paragraph calls attention, when necessary, to 
its more remarkable features. This is followed by a concise description, mainly architectural, of its 
details. A fourth paragraph deals with the fittings in alphabetical order, while the concluding 
sentence gives a general statement as to the structural condition. The accounts of less important 
buildings, whether secular or ecclesiastical, are still further compressed, and, in the case of secular 
monuments, consist of a single paragraph, or of a mere mention of their situation if they belong to 
& group with certain characteristics described in a covering paragraph. 

The illustrations are derived from photographs taken expressly for the Commission, and re- 
produced by H.M. Stationery Office, whose work deserves special recognition. They have been 
chosen both for their educational and for their esthetic value. 


The map at the end of the volume shows the distribution of the monuments.
